NEW YORK (AFP) - Con¬ 
necticut’s governor signed 
tough new gun ownership 
rules into law yesterday, four 
months after a deranged loner 
opened fire on an elementary 
school in the state, killing 20 
children and six adults. 

Governor Dannel Malloy 
put his signature to the bill, 
noting that the state’s ability to 
reach a bipartisan accord on 
the issue at a time of rancorous 
debate in Congress was ’’some¬ 
thing quite different in our na¬ 
tion.” 


The measure passed in the 
state assembly in the early hours 
of the morning, making Con¬ 
necticut the third state after New 
York and Colorado to tighten 
gun laws in the wake of the De¬ 
cember 14 massacre at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School. 

More than 100 makes of ri¬ 
fles — including the Bushmas- 
ter AR-15 used by killer Adam 
Lanza in the Newtown school 
— were added to an existing, 
but now vastly expanded ban 
on military-style weapons.

In addition, ammunition clips 
holding more than 10 rounds 
must now be registered, while 
new sales of the large clips are 
banned. 

The law, which raises the 
minimum age for purchasers 
from 18 to 21, tightened the 
procedure for background 


checks. It also created the first 
state registry in the United 
States of people convicted of 
gun-related crimes. 

President Barack Obama, 
who campaigned in Colorado 
on Wednesday for a national 
tightening of gun laws, was set 
to drive home his message 


with a visit to Connecticut on 
Monday. 

Malloy called the passing 
of the law a "very emotional 
day” and chastised politicians 
in Congress, where attempts to 
enact a national ban on assault 
rifles have failed and even 
Obama’s push for extra back¬ 



ground checks is meeting seri¬ 
ous resistance. 

Malloy said polls showed 
that while politicians are di¬ 
vided over background checks, 
"the country is not divided it¬ 
self" 

"There is no excuse for rep¬ 
resentatives or senators who 
don’t come to the assistance of 
those whom they’re elected to 
represent.," he said. 

"We can never undo the 
senseless tragedy that took 
place on December 14," Mal¬ 
loy said, "but we can take ac¬ 
tion here in Connecticut." 

The new Connecticut law 
will be in effect by August 1, 
once law enforcement bodies 
have had time to organize, 
Malloy said. 

The shootings at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School were 
initially seen by many as a wa¬ 
tershed that could swing public 
opinion behind national curbs 
on gun ownership. 

However, support has 
wilted in Congress as the gun 
ownership lobby ramped up 
pressure. The issue is espe¬ 
cially delicate for members of 
Congress heading into re-elec¬ 
tion races next year in states 
with strong gun cultures. 

Seeking to regain momen¬ 
tum, Obama traveled to Co¬ 
lorado, a western state with a 


hunting and frontier tradition, 
where a mass shooting in a cin¬ 
ema there killed 12 people last 
year. 

"I don’t believe that wea¬ 
pons designed for theaters of 
war have any place in movie 
theaters," Obama said, days 
after expressing frustration that 
political momentum was fad¬ 
ing. 

But despite the steady drip 
of massacres by gunmen in 
public places, Newtown being 
just the latest, many Americans 
remain staunch backers of 
keeping powerful firearms for 
sport or self-defense. 

Passions over gun owner¬ 
ship — a right enshrined in the 
Second Amendment of the US 
Constitution — were evident as 
an unruly crowd opposed to 
Connecticut’s law burst into 
the state Capitol in Hartford on 
Wednesday, shouting: "Just 
say no!" 

The focus of anti-gun cam¬ 
paigns has been on the more 
visible issue of military style 
rifles. However, nearly all 
murders in the United States 
are carried out with pistols. 

In Connecticut, state Sena¬ 
tor Donald Williams said: "No 
one is claiming that this bill 
will prevent all mass killings. 
But to say that we should do 
nothing? That is wrong."

Newly founded Dyslexia 
Foundation gets amazing 
response from parents 






ORANJESTAD - Aruba Air¬ 
port Authority N.V. (AAA) to¬ 
gether with the other 
authorities at the airport pre¬ 
pared ahead of time for the ex¬ 
pected high traffic during this 
Easter season and can now 
look back on a successful 
Easter season 2013: 

While less charter flights 


from Venezuela were expected 
than the previous year, the 
amount of commercial flights 
however showed an increase 
compared to 2012: From 1131 
aircraft movements in 2012 to 
1179 movements in 2013. 

AAA was also focusing on 
the General Aviation flights, as 
construction works are currently 


being performed and in the past 
years the demand for the private 
airplanes facility showed a sub¬ 
stantial increase. However, this 
Easter season the amount of pri¬ 
vate movements has decreased 
compared to last year, but is still 
higher than 2011: From 1068 
aircraft movements in 2012 to 
846 in 2013. 

“The investments made at 
the south side ensured that the 
apron didn’t have to be closed 
off for air traffic at any time 
during the busy season, as was 
the case in the last years. Be¬ 
sides this extra parking capa¬ 
city, the extra manpower, extra 
buffer zone at the south side 
and preparation ahead of time 
proved to be successful for this 
busy season and we’re very 
happy that even though it was 
hectic, our passengers were 
handled efficiently, while still 
receiving a warm treatment at 
the airport, ” said AAA’s CEO 
Mr. Peter Steinmetz. 



The president and boardmem- 
bers of the newly founded 
‘Fundacion pro Persona cu 
Dislexia’ were stunned with 
the great turn-out of parents fo’ 
their first ‘inaugural’ meeting, 
which was held at the Centro 
di BarioPlaya Pabao on March 
27. Ramon Todd Dandere, 
Vanessa Tromp and Esmeralda 
Ophelia Schotman had hope¬ 
fully copied papers with infor¬ 
mation about dyslexia for 30 
persons, but more than 50 in¬ 
terested parents, grandparents 
and children showed up. Stu¬ 
dies show that dyslexia is 
much wider-spread than pre¬ 
viously thought: one in ten 
children struggle with it. Aruba 
is no different than elsewhere 
in the world. 

Dyslexia has many charac¬ 
teristics, but one common fac¬ 
tor: the person feels distraught 
with his or her inability to read 
or spell words. The person 
feels inadequate and stupid. 


while there is nothing wrong 
with his or her intelligence. 
The sooner the disease is dis¬ 
covered, the better, as there is 
much to be done about it at an 
early age. Dyslexia detection 
often comes late when the 
child speaks another mother 
language than the language 
taught in school: the problem 
is not recognized as such. 
Therefore there should be 
more emphasis on early detec¬ 
tion in elementary schools and 
there also should be more sup¬ 
port available so that children 
with dyslexia receive addi¬ 
tional and specific tuition 
which targets the problems.

Pressure builds on Hollande 
over tax fraud scandal

day of record rainfall in Buenos Aires and nearby La Plata, where flooding submerged 
cars and sent people scrambling to rooftops for safety. 

N. Korea moves missile after warning 
of nuclear strike 



PARIS (AFP) - French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande faced 
rising pressure yesterday over 
a disgraced ex-minister’s secret 
foreign bank account, as it 
emerged that his one-time 
campaign treasurer was a part¬ 
ner in companies registered in 
the Cayman Islands. 

With Hollande away in Mo¬ 
rocco on a state visit, calls 
grew at home for top officials 
in his embattled Socialist go¬ 
vernment to resign over the 
scandal that saw former budget 
minister Jerome Cahuzac 
charged in a tax fraud probe. 

Cahuzac — the minister re¬ 
sponsible for cracking down on 
tax evasion until he resigned 
two weeks ago — was charged 
on Tuesday with "laundering 
the proceeds of tax fraud" after 
he admitted to having an unde¬ 
clared foreign bank account 
containing some 600,000 euros 
($770,000). He had for weeks 
repeatedly denied — to the pres¬ 
ident, in parliament and in 
media interviews — ever ha¬ 
ving had a foreign account. 

Critics have accused Hol¬ 
lande and his government of 
either trying to cover up the 
scandal or of mismanagement 
for having believed Cahuzac’s 
denials. 

The head of the main oppo¬ 
sition right-wing UMP party, 
Jean-Francois Cope, said the 
government no longer had the 
credibility to rule. 

"The only solution possible. 


the only one, is a major go¬ 
vernment reshuffle, including 
the prime minister," Cope said. 

French newspapers said 
Hollande was facing his 
biggest political crisis since 
taking office, with popular 
daily Le Parisien saying the 
situation had become "unten¬ 
able" for the government. 

Adding to Hollande’s woes, 
Le Monde newspaper reported 
that his campaign treasurer for 
last year’s presidential vote, 
59-year-old businessman Jean- 
Jacques Augier, had joint ow¬ 
nership of two firms registered 
in the Cayman Islands, a well- 
known tax haven. 

Augier confirmed the exis¬ 
tence of the firms and said they 
had been set up to form part¬ 
nerships with foreign entrepre¬ 
neurs. 

"There is nothing illegal," 
Augier told Le Monde, which 
carried out the probe with the 
Washington-based Internatio¬ 
nal Consortium of Investiga¬ 
tive Journalists and other 
international media. 

In a statement, Augier’s Eu- 
rane holding company said the 
Caymans-based firms had in 
no way been used to avoid 
paying taxes. 

"These two shareholdings 
resulted in no tax advantage ei¬ 
ther in France or elsewhere," 
the statement said, adding that 
Augier had "no assets, ac¬ 
counts or personal equity out¬ 
side of French territory." 


SEOUL (AFP) - North Korea 
has moved a medium-range 
missile to its east coast. South 
Korea said yesterday as the 
United States strengthened its 
Pacific missile defences amid 
intensifying threats from Py¬ 
ongyang. 

Seoul’s defence minister 
Kim Kwan-Jin said the missile 
could reach a "considerable 
distance" but not the US main¬ 
land. 

"It could be aimed at test¬ 
firing or military drills," he 
told lawmakers. 

North Korea, incensed at 
fresh UN sanctions and South 
Korea-US military drills, has 
issued a series of apocalyptic 
threats of nuclear war in recent 
weeks. 

Early yesterday its military 
said it had received final ap¬ 
proval for military action 
against the United States, pos¬ 
sibly involving nuclear wea¬ 
pons. 

"The moment of explosion 
is approaching fast," the ge¬ 
neral staff said, responding to 
what it called the provocative 
US use of nuclear-capable B- 
52 and B-2 stealth bombers in 
war games with South Korea. 

The US aggression would 
be "smashed by... cutting-edge 
smaller, lighter and diversified 
nuclear strike means," it said in 
a statement. 


United Nations Secretary 
General Ban Ki-moon told 
North Korea yetserday to rein 
in its threats, warning that any 
miscalculation could lead to an 
extremely grave outcome. 

He told a news conference 
in Madrid that daily security 
and humanitarian reports from 
Pyongyang were "really alarm¬ 
ing and troubling". 

"Nuclear threat is not a 
game, it is very serious," Ban 
told reporters. 

"I think they have gone too 
far in their rhetoric and I am 
concerned that if by any mis¬ 
judgement, by any miscalcula¬ 
tions... this will have very 
serious implications," he said. 

US Defense Secretary 


Chuck Hagel said Pyongyang’s 
increasingly bellicose threats 
combined with its military ca¬ 
pabilities represented a "real 
and clear danger" to the United 
States and its allies South 
Korea and Japan. 

The Pentagon said it would 
send ground-based THAAD 
missile-interceptor batteries to 
protect bases on Guam, a US 
territory some 3,380 kilome¬ 
tres (2,100 miles) southeast of 
North Korea and home to 
6,000 American military per¬ 
sonnel. 

"They have nuclear capac¬ 
ity now, they have missile de¬ 
livery capacity now," Hagel 
said Wednesday. "We take 
those threats seriously."

Bulgaria offers prayer, counselling to stop wave of 
suicides 


SOFIA (AFP) - Bulgaria is 
hoping to stop protest-driven 
suicides, including self-immo¬

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Nearly one in five American 
teenage boys is diagnosed with 
attention deficit hyperactivity 
disorder, marking a dramatic 
rise in the past decade, the 
New York Times reported. 

The condition, for which po¬ 
tent stimulant drugs like 
Adderal or Ritalin are often 
prescribed, has been previ¬ 
ously estimated to affect three 
to seven percent of children. 

The newspaper compiled 
the data from raw figures pro¬ 
vided by the Center for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention, 
which took a phone survey of 
76,000 parents from 2011 to 
2012. 

The report said that 15 per¬ 
cent of school-age boys in the 
United States have received an 
ADHD diagnosis, compared to 
seven percent among girls. 

Among those age 14 to 17, 
the rate was higher: 19 percent 
for boys and 10 percent for 
girls. 

An estimated 6.4 million 
children ages 4 through 17 
have received an ADHD diag¬ 
nosis at some point in their 
lives, a 16 percent increase 
since 2007 and a 53 percent 
rise in the past decade, the 
newspaper said. 

Experts said the figures 
were surprising and raised 
concern about the potential for

to treat ADHD, as well as risks 
of misuse including psychosis, 
anxiety and addiction. 

James Swanson, a professor 
of psychiatry at Florida Inter¬ 
national University and a lead¬ 
ing ADHD researcher, 
expressed concern about the 
findings. 

"There's no way that one in 
five high-school boys has 
ADHD," he was quoted as say¬ 
ing. "If we start treating chil¬ 
dren who do not have the 
disorder with stimulants, a cer¬ 
tain percentage are going to 
have problems that are pre¬ 
dictable — some of them are 
going to end up with abuse and 
dependence." 

The newspaper also noted 
that sales of stimulants that 
treat ADHD have more than 
doubled in recent years. In 
2007, sales amounted to four 
billion dollars; in 2012 they 
were to nine billion dollars.

Turtle 

species not 
extinct: 
it never 
existed, 
study 

PARIS (AFP) - A Seychelles 
freshwater turtle species de¬ 
clared extinct after decades of 
futile searches, in fact never 
existed, scientists said. 

While Man has the extinc¬ 
tion of several turtle and tor¬ 
toise species on his 
conscience, DNA evidence has 
now cleared him of extermi¬ 
nating Pelusios seychellensis, 
a team from Germany and 
Austria wrote in the journal 
PloS One. 

Genetic comparisons 
showed the species to be one 
and the same as a widespread 
West African turtle called 
Pelusios castaneus, of which a 
handful of individuals may 
have been brought to the archi¬ 
pelago by humans long ago, 
and mistaken for endemic. 

Even more likely — dried 
museum specimens of the now 
discredited P seychellensis 
were wrongly labelled as orig¬ 
inating in the Seychelles, said 
the team. 

Turtles and tortoises are the 
vertebrates at the greatest risk 
of extinction, according to the 
study authors. Of about 320 
species, those endemic to is¬ 
lands had been hardest hit, 
both by predators and human 
interference. 

P seychellensis was origi¬ 
nally described in 1906 as a 
species endemic to Mahe is¬ 
land. 

Only three museum speci¬ 
mens from the late 19th cen¬ 
tury are known today, and live 
turtles were never found de¬ 
spite intensive searches of 
Mahe — prompting the Inter¬ 
national Union for the Conser¬ 
vation of Nature to declare it 
extinct in 2003.

US militant in Somalia still waging 'jihad* against US 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
American-born Islamic mili¬ 
tant Omar Hamami remains 
committed to waging jihad 
against US interests, he said in 
an interview published on 
Thursday, despite a $5 million 
bounty that Washington 
placed on his head. 

Hamami, who has parted 
ways with fellow Al-Shebab 


militants in Somalia, told the 
Danger Room website that he 
nevertheless remains commit¬ 
ted to armed struggle against 
the United States. 

Nicknamed "the rapping ji- 
hadist" for his work enlisting 
Shebab recruits through his 
English-language rap songs 
and videos, Hamami, 28, is a 
former resident of Alabama 


who moved to Somalia in 
2006. 

Also known as Abu Man- 
soor al-Amriki or "the Ameri¬ 
can," Hamami late last year 
announced his split from the 
insurgents, who he says now 
want to kill him. 

Now the most prominent 
American jihadi left alive, 
Hamami told Danger Room 


that he is aware "my life may 
be in danger" as Washington 
targets Islamist militants over¬ 
seas, including those with US 
citizenship. 

Hamami was indicted in 
2009 by an Alabama district 
court for providing support to 
a terrorist organization, and 
two years later he was placed 
on a US Treasury blacklist 


freezing all his assets in the 
United States. 

In November, his name was 
posted on the FBI’s Most 
Wanted Terrorists list.He and 
another militant. Jehad 
Mostafa, last month were 
named under the State Depart¬ 
ment’s Rewards for Justice 
program for their ties to the 
Al-Qaeda linked Shebab.

Mass leaks 'reveal 
secret world of tax 
havens' 


LONDON (AFP) - Millions of 
emails and leaked records 
from offshore tax havens have 
exposed the identities of thou¬ 
sands of holders of offshore 
accounts, including the family 
of the president of Azerbaijan 
and French President Francois 
Hollande’s one-time campaign 
treasurer, the Guardian and Le 
Monde newspapers reported 
on Thursday. 

The alleged involvement of 
Jean-Jacques Augier adds to 
the pressure on Hollande, who 
is already on the defensive 
after his former budget minis¬ 
ter Jerome Cahuzac was 
charged in a tax fraud probe. 

Britain’s Guardian said the 
information came from a leak 
of two million documents and 
emails which mainly concern 
the British Virgin Islands, but 
also the Cayman Islands. 

The investigation into off¬ 
shore accounts has been car¬ 
ried out by a variety of media 
organisations in conjunction 
with the Washington-based In¬ 
ternational Consortium of In¬ 
vestigative Journalists (ICIJ). 

The Guardian says there is 
no suggestion that any of the 
individuals named in its report 
have behaved unlawfully and 
that the only thing they have in 
common is that "they have 
used a jurisdiction which pro¬ 
vides them with secrecy", al¬ 
lowing them to avoid tax. 


One of Mongolia’s most 
senior politicians, former fi¬ 
nance minister Bayartsogt 
Sangajav, told the ICIJ he was 
considering resigning after the 
study claimed he had set up an 
offshore entity and a secret 
Swiss bank account which at 
one point contained more than 
$1 million (780,000 euros). 

Canada’s top class-action 
lawyer and husband of a sena¬ 
tor, as well as 450 other Cana¬ 
dians, were exposed in the 
leak for hiding money. 

Tony Merchant, dubbed by 
local media Canada’s class-ac¬ 
tion king because of the large 
settlements he has won for his 
clients, hid at least Can$1.7 
million in a Cook Islands trust 
set up in 1998. 

The ICIJ’s exploration of 
offshore accounts began when 
it obtained a hard drive packed 
with corporate data as a result 
of Australia’s Firepower scan¬ 
dal, a case involving fraud and 
offshore havens. 

The European Commission 
reacted to the reports by call¬ 
ing on EU states to do more to 
tackle tax fraud, estimating it 
costs their cash-strapped gov¬ 
ernments around one trillion 
euros a year. 

Transparency campaigners 
Global Witness on Thursday 
urged the G8 to take the leak 
as a wake-up call and require 
the names of company owners 
to be made public.

Spain welcomes 
move to name 
princess in graft 
case 

MADRID (AFP) - Spanish 
media on Thursday hailed the 
decision to name King Juan 
Carlos’s daughter Princess 
Cristina as a suspect in a cor¬ 
ruption case, saying the un¬ 
precedented moved showed 
that nobody was above the 
law. 

In a ruling issued Wednes¬ 
day, judge Jose Castro ordered 
the 47-year-old princess to tes¬ 
tify at a court in Palma on the 
Mediterranean island of Mal¬ 
lorca on April 27 as part of his 
investigation into the case. 

The case, which was 
opened at the end of 2011, is 
centred on allegations of em¬ 
bezzlement and influence ped¬ 
dling against Princess 
Cristina’s husband, former 
Olympic handball player Inaki 
Urdangarin, and his former 
business partner Diego Torres. 

The pair are suspected of 
syphoning off money paid by 
regional governments to stage 
sports and tourism events to 
the non-profit Noos Institute, 
which Urdangarin chaired 
from 2004 to 2006. 

The judge’s decision "un¬ 
dermines the monarchy" and 
"sinks an institution which has 
been cornered for the past 17 
months", wrote centre-right 
daily El Mundo, adding 
Crown Prince Felipe’s future 
was now more cloudy.

Cuba economic reforms 
moving 'at a good pace:' 
Castro 


HAVANA breathing new life 
into Cuba’s decrepit Soviet- 
style economy are advancing 
"at a good pace," President 
Raul Castro said Thursday, 
dismissing calls for acceler¬ 
ated change. 

Since sweeping economic 
reforms introduced in 2011 
"we can see that we’ve ad¬ 
vanced at a good pace," ac¬ 
cording to the daily Granma. 

The president said that "the 
magnitude and complexity" of 
Cuba’s problems "do now 
allow us to resolve them from 
one day to another," the state 
newspaper said. 

Castro urged Cubans to "re¬ 
sist pressure from those who 
insist that we should move 
faster," although he added that 
the country is currently "at a 
better moment" to push the 
economic reforms forward. 

Castro, 81, took over from 
his ailing older brother Fidel in 
2006 and has gradually been 
overhauling island’s antiquated 
Soviet-style economy. 

Measures include trimming 
state payrolls and allowing 
more types of self-employ¬ 
ment, handing over unused 
land to farmers, and allowing 


private ownership of things 
like homes, cars, mobile 
phones and computers. 

His goal is to liberalize 
Cuba’s economy and encour¬ 
age more private entrepreneur- 
ship, but at the same time 
maintain a key role for the 
Cuban state through joint ven¬ 
tures. 

The reforms are also aimed 
at trimming back the bloated 
public sector. The government 
still controls 90 percent of the 
economy and is by far the 
main source of jobs on the is¬ 
land. 

Castro said the reform blue¬ 
print "has helped us work with 
more order and discipline." 

He called on his ministers to 
"think and re-think everything 
we do, periodically check each 
measure to correct possible 
mistakes," and urged them and 
not to stop "despite obstacles 
that may emerge." 

In its 2014 economy plan 
and budget, the Cuban govern¬ 
ment hopes to increase exports 
and cut back on imports. 

Desperately needed foreign 
currency comes from tourism, 
the sale of medicine, and ex¬ 
ports of nickel and sugar.

Arsenal, a modest 
club from the Buenos 
Aires suburbs, were in 
the Brazilian city of Belo 
Horizonte for a Liberta¬ 
dores Cup Group 3 match 
against Atletico Mineiro.

day's match, which Arsenal lost 5-2, various Argentine players confronted military po¬ 
lice on the pitch, before throwing seats and other pieces of furniture in the dressing 
room, according to reports in the Brazilian sporting press. The incident is bad publicity 
for Brazil ahead of this year's Confederations Cup and next year's World Cup, with Belo 
Horizonte, one of the country's largest cities, a host venue in both competitions.

Armstrong 
bid for swim 
comeback 
thwarted 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Dis¬ 
graced US cyclist Lance Arm¬ 
strong has been barred from 
entering a swim race in Texas 
following objections from the 
sport’s global governing body, 
organizers confirmed yester¬ 
day. 

Armstrong, 41, who was 
stripped of his seven Tour de 
France wins and banned for 
life before later confessing to 
drug-taking throughout his ca¬ 
reer, had hoped to compete in 
a US Masters Swimming event 
in Austin this weekend. 

However Armstrong’s par¬ 
ticipation was swiftly opposed 
by swimming’s global govern¬ 
ing body FINA, who said in a 
statement the cyclist should be 
barred from competing under 
anti-doping regulations. 

USMS said while Arm¬ 
strong was a member of the or¬ 
ganization, FINA and US 
Aquatic Sports officials had 
concluded that Armstrong’s 
lifetime ban prevented him 
from competing in sanctioned 
meetings, even minor ones 
such as the Masters South 
Central Zone Swimming 
Championships which will be 
contested in a non-Olympic 
25-yard pool in Austin. 

USMS executive director 
Rob Butcher earlier told The 
New York Times that he had 
informed Armstrong’s agent 
the disgraced cyclist would not 
be allowed to compete and 
Armstrong withdrew his entry. 

Armstrong finally made a 
belated admission of doping, 
after many denials, in a tele¬ 
vised interview with Oprah 
Winfrey in January, in which 
he said he used a combination 
of blood-doping transfusions, 
blood-boosting EPO and 
testosterone throughout his ca¬ 
reer.
